fewer, than eleven Criminal Courts were held 
in Toronto during Ihe year, entailing a ra%| 
deal of unnecessary expense and loss of lime 
Im jurymen and others ; and suggested that the 
Court of Quarter Sessions and Recorder's 
Court should be abolished, and that the crimin- 
al business be withdrawn from Ihe Assizes, and 
that in lieu of all these Criminal Courts there 
be one court, which nilgai be called the gen- 
tral criminal court, and which could be held 
about four times a year, each session cO'ecling 
a general gaol delivery. Mr. AJumolland 
stated that ihe Grand Jury lad brought ihe 
matter under ihe notice of Justice Rums in 
their presentment, end lhal ihe Judge promised 
to represent it lo Ihe Government. li tf sug- 
gested thai Ibe County Council should ask the 
action of Parliament on it. 

SEVERANCE OF THE CITV AND COf.NTIM IOR 
JUDICIAL PURPOSES. 

On motion of .Mr. TrnnEix, 

The- Council went into Committee of the 
Whole— Mr Uridgeford in iho chair— lo con 
sider the best means to adopt lo have the Cily 
of Toronto severed from the Uui ted Counties 
for judicial purposes.

He be- 
lieved iherw *touM be lilile difference of opin- 
ion as to the propriety of the city and county 
being disunited, and Ihe Attorney General had 
stated ihat ihe views of ihe (rovernmint were 
similar to theirs. Of upwards of 100) prison- 
ers m the gaol last year, only 67 were from Ibe 
Untied Counties. This year the gaoler had 
not shown the respective numbers, bu\he was 
satisfied that out of 1 403 prisoners, ool one 
hundred tvere from the counties, in fact the 

only valid arguraeul that b%d been urged for 
the separation of Peel, was based on the fact 
of ,l|ieir iurors being detained so long in Tor- 
onlo,anu the expense being so enormous com- 
pared with what U would be, if the county was 
separata. He moved:— , 

*' That the interest of ihese United Counties 
imperatively demands the immediate severance 
of.lhe connection wilh the City of Toronto for 
judicial purposes, inasmuch as the duel part of 
the expense of the athuiulstraiinn ol both civil 
and criminal, juittce has its origin in Ihe cily of 
Toronto, while ihe United Counties bear tear* 
ly Ihe wholo burden. 1 ' , 

Mr* Untson, Mr. Gambi.e, and olber 
members having suggested thai in the first place 
it tvai desirable that all the facta, bearing on 
the matter should be collected. 

It was agreed that the Committee should 
rise wjthoul adopting the resolution, aud Ilia 
follonicg was adopted tn Council;— ' ,.
